BROADWAY IS OPENED 


After many weeks Broadway is 


now partially open to traffic again, 
the east side having been cleared on 
Wednesday, so that vehicles can now 
use the- 'completed pavement on that 
side 
from 
the wooden 
blocks at 


Lake's Corner to Bliss Road. From 
Bliss Road north,'the pavement will 
be thrown open for use at intervals 
as the concrete has a chance to cure. 
Those who have ridden over the new- 
pUleetj 'are . greatly pleased at the 
wonderful improvement and all are 
hopeful that it^will stand up for. a 
length of time commensurate with the 
cost. There is no question about the 
top pavement—that is fine and is well 
built, and if the lack of foundation 
does not destroy it, it will certainly 
"prove a good investment. . 


Good progress is now being made 


on the west side of the street, and it 
looks as if that might be. finished in 
shorter time than the first side, be- 
ca-usej of ,the fact tfiat jthere aro 
fewer obstructions "to be met "with 
in the'shape of delayed preliminary 
work. The track men of the Newport 
(& Providence Street Railway ai!o 
making things hum, and the old rails 
have been taken up. to a point near 
•Malbone 
Road. 
Tol^owtng 
them 


come the trench diggers and another 
gang of men is putting in the drain 
pipes. Still further back .is another 
gang replacing the ties and layine 
the' rail which have been prepared In 
advance. As soon as this gang has 
proceeded a 
sufficient 
distance to 


make fast work,, the concrete ma- 
chine will lay the foundation between 
the rails and on. top of this will be 
placed -the granite blocks. 


It will probably be the policy to 


complete most of the track work to 
the Mile Corner before proceeding 
to tear up the section of roadway 
Treat of the tracks, but when that 
is once begun, it does not take long 
to finish the whole job. The big steam 
shovel will do the excavating, and 
will be quickly followed by the con- 
crete mixer'which will lay the fin- 
ished pavement. 
The steam shovel 


is now excavating 
for 
the street 


railway work, and it will probably 
continue to the end of that part of 
the work before going back to Lake's 
Corner to rcjume operations. 


In opening Broadway, the highway 


department has filled up the joints 
into the adjacent street^, so that 
there will be no bad bumps between 
the old and the new.

Another Native Yeoman Passes 


Awny 


Fifty years ago ;hu . farms un 


Rhode Island were almost''exclusive- 
ly cultivated by native born fanners, 
who regarded their calling and voca- 
tion as both useful and honorable. 
Many there were bearing the name of 
Anthony, 
Barker. 
Brown, 
Chase., 


Coggeshall,' Hazard, Lawtprt, Peck- 
ham, Sherman, Sisson and Smith, 
Now .only a few are found bo.iring 
any of these names. On the west side 
of tne Island the Chases and Coggos- 
halls predominated and owned a large 
portion of the land. James Chase; 
the great-grandfather of Henry I. 
Chase who died on last Saturday, 
owned nearly four hundred acres on 
the 
shores of 
Narragansctt 
Bay, 


nearly all of which has gone intp the 
possession of strangers. Henry 
Jj. 


Chase was the only Chase cultivating 
any part of thi^ four hundred acres, 
at the time of his decease. Other rel- 
atives of the same ancestry who had 
inherited portions of the same es- 
tatje, had .dold th^ir heritage and 
adopted other pursuits for gaining 
a livelihood. All of which'very forci- 
bly illustrates the great changes in 
our Rhode Island community during 
the last half-century. 
Mr. Chase re- 


ceived his training in agriculture from 
his father; Robert S. Chase,'who was 
a practical farmer, had a conserva- 
tive bent of mind, but withal was 
progressive. 
Both father and son 


were domestic-in their inclinations, 
and found their chief delight in cul- 
tivating their farms and in rearing 
and providing for their families. 


At the urgent solicitation of his 


fellow-townsmen, 
Henry 
I. 
Chnse 


consented to become a member of the 
town council of Middlctown! and was 
first elected to that body in April,, 
1850; and 
contjnujousy 
reWectfsd 


each year until 1906. In Aprilj 1011, 
he was again elected and served as 
President for two years. In Novem- 
ber, 1D16, he was elected a Repre- 
sentative to the General Assembly 
and served one term. In November, 
1918C he was elected Senator. In his 
religious bel|ef he wag in accord 
with that professed by his father's 
family and had been a member of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church since 
early youth. He had recently been 
chosen Senior Warden of St. Mary's 
Parish, South Portsmouth, and had 
been a trustee of the Chapel of the 
Holy Cross in Middlctown for thirty 
years. He kept the faith and observed 
the traditions 
of 
his 
elders, and 


thereby earned the confidenc and es- 
teem of his associates in churchi in 
business, and in the government of 
his native town.

Sate In which the'assertlon was reit- 
erated that the Indictment of Senator 
Wheeler by a Federal Grand Jury in 
Rreal Falls, .Mont., was s "frame-up," 
the purpose of which was lo halt, it 
aot end, the Investigation'of Attorney 
General naugherty, the'Senate by" a 
rote .of 56 to 5, approved the Bonn

Wheeler nf Iho charge on which ha 
ilands indicted—that of appearing for 
a fea before Iho Department of tho 
Interior In behalf of Gordon Cnnipboll, 
a Montana oil promoter. 


Tha vole was the Ihlrd of record, 


Ihe other two reprea'entlng efforts by 
the small group opposing the Borah 
report to make It a less swooping ex- 
oneration. 
They did not, however, 


hold Senator Wheoler guilty. Senator 
Sterling himself having admitted that 
he did not consider the evidence suf- 
ficient to convict. 


One of the proposed suhsiitute reso- 


lutions was offered by Senator Sterl- 
ing, its purpose being to postpone 
action, on the Borah report until th» 
court proceedings In Montana wore 
completed.

vote bhould bo yes OP no. Any other 
course would be cowardly. If he had 
his way, he would vote for an even 
stronger exoneration.

Icg minority report, said Senator Rob- 
inson, the minority leader, would ba 
imerlle and cowardly. 


"Tho issue," he said, "Iranscends 


in Its Importance any political con- 
sideration. The proceeding thai cul- 
minated In Ihe Indictment was a con- 
spiracy to .prevent the carrying out 
of ,n Senatorial 
Investigation. 
It 


would be cowardly and contemptible 
for the Senate to try to evade the Is- 
suef which Is the guilt or innocence 
of tho accused Senator.- The people 
of the United States know that Sena- 
tor Wheeler wa.s 'framed, up' 4n$ 
that .(lie purpose of tha 'frame up* 
was. to conceal.fraud and corruption 
In the Department of Justice."

In Its building sriiye 
It Is u mixture of saml, cement. nml 
water sulllcleully thin to be pour^.l. 
It Is not u new lliliiK, for It was prob- 
ably used.by the jfomans, and liaa 
been employed very much since their 
time In engineering work, The com- 
.pnrutlvely now Ililns Is the grouting 
machine, which enables the trout la 
be driven Into places where It cnn- 
not be poured. 


It la a slmplo machine, consisting of 


two parts, a cylinder of compressed 
Rlr, tho pressure being 100 iiouiiits to 
Ihe square Inch, and a churn. A flex- 
ible hose connects them end another 
flexible hose with n nozzlo lead! out 
of the chum. 


The dust and' decayed mortar arc 


blown out of the cracks between tho 
etoiiea with n Jet of compressed n!r;

To Stop Shoe Sqaeakt 


Shoes squeak because the pieces of 


leather forming the soles do not He 
close together, and rub and bend with 
the movement of the feet. 


A good plan to stop squeaking Is to 


'put a little sweet oil in n pan or dish 
and place the shoes to soak over night. 
They wltl take up enough oil to deaden 
the squeak and It Is also good for the 
leather. 


Another method Is to remove a few 


rivets along the side of the shoe and 
Insert powdered graphite or chalk or 
thin pieces' of felt rubbed with chalk, 
and rivet up again. 
Three or four 


more small nails or pegs may be 
driven Into the center of the sole, but 
this reduces the flexibility of the 
shoes.—London Tit-Bits.

"Prof. Ueury Falrneld Osborne, head 
of the American Museum of Natural 
History, Issued n widely quoted state- 
ment thai the animal kingdom Is tot- 
tering. He said that nothing.In the 
history of creation has pa'r'a'l'leled the 
nvagei of Ihe fur and hide trade, 
which Ihrenlens the entire vertebrate 
kingdom, and be added that final 
cause of the close of the age of mim- 
mals can only be arrested through the 
creation of sound sentiment and edu- 
cation of the .women and chlldron.

In their stiidle* In Oottonwood and 


Jackson counties, Minnesota, the in- 
vestigators found that there are con-

ture can be marketed only through 
live stock. There are also times when 
man and horse labor are Idle. How to 
utlllie these resources to the best ad- 
vantage was a part of the problem.

Iti mall- 
rraln acreage wai considered out of 
proportion to lt» com acreage, and 
opportunities were pointed out for In- 
creating the acreage of core end time 
hay without hiring additional labor or 
decreasing the number of work stock.

The material coming oat of this 


study shows 'the wide variations In the 
quantities of labor and feed uied In 
production from farm to farm. From 
the figures shown on the BtiBdard 
amounts of feed and labor used In pro- 
duction It Is p^lble for other pro- 
ducers to determine the relative effi- 
ciency of what they are doing on their 
own farm. Thfre are ttt forth by the

"Sudan grass should not be seeded

The crop Is best 
sown broadcast In this state, either 
wild H drill or by hand, at the rate 
of 20 to 23 pounds per ncre. If sown 
with a drill' the 'machine should be set 
as If to sow two pecks of wheat, which 
will distribute about 20 pounds of Su- 
dan grass. 


"When harvested nbout the lime It 


Is fully headed It will make a vigorous 
renewal growth; and hence, two cut- 
tings may usually be taken In one sea- 
son. 
On good corn land the grass -will 


get five feet high and the lolal yield 
will be from two and a half to four 
tons per acre. The plant Is an an- 
nual and will die when cold weather 
comes on. This crop makes a very 
deslrnble summer paslure. In one test 
It furnished abundant pasture for one 
cow per acre for 125 days. 


"Sometimes Sudan grass Is mlied 


with soy beans or cowpeas for hoy 
and posture. A good rnt'e of sowing 
Is n bushel of the legume and 12 
pounds of Sudan gross per acre. Some 
fanners, however, have found It more 
desirable to sow the two crops In ssp- 
arnlc fields, since Ihe best date of cut- 
ting most varieties of soy beans does 
not coincide with the best date of cut- 
ting Sudan grass. 


Feed Chickens Skim Milk, 


Either Sweet or Sour 


S!;im milk when fed to chickens can 


bi> either sweet or sour nnd Ims, ap- 
parently, Illlle Influence on the fowl. 
They seem lo relish the sweet about 
ns well as the sbnr and will consume 
either In rather large quantities. One 
has been constantly advised not to 
change from one to the other, but 
even this change, although not nd- 
vlsod.

If milk Is the one form of imlmnl

In nn effort 
to stimulate a greater consumption, 
water Is not given to them during the 
winter. .Flock owners state that fowls 
will consume both milk and water II 
both are offered.

Much Fertilizing Value 


of Manure Being Wasted
